More than 500 free lunches are being served to senior citizens across the 
county as part of the nutrition program for the elderly, sponsored by the 
Collin County Committee on Aging. 
According to Dr. Don Renshaw, chairman of the committee, the lunches 
are being provided at three locations throughout the county. Senior citizens 
in Plano can take advantage of the 90 percent federally funded program at 
the Community House, 1318 Ave. J, from 1-5 p.m. each weekday. 
Besides offering the well-rounded meals each day, the nutrition program 
also provides for organized educational and social activities. Transportation 
for elderly persons who cannot prov ide their own is also available. Reser­ 
vations should be made the day before for the meal and-or transportation by 
calling 423-4635 between I and 5 p.m. 
The $80,OOO-per year program allows for 130 meals a day, or 650 each week, 
to be served. Lunches are still shy of that quota with Plano serving less than 
50 a week. 
Local clubs and civic organizations are volunteering both time and funds 
to keep the program operating. The county must raise IO percent, or $8,000, 
of the program’s cost each year. Joining the list of participants recently was 
the Make America Better Committee of the Collin County Board of Realtors.

college construction projects which 
the group says is unnecessary.

All controversies and problems 
were forgotten as the City Council met 
in a special Thursday session. 
Each item on the three-page agenda 
was 
approved, 
all 
but 
one 
unanimously. Jack Harvard was the 
lone holdout on a change to zoning 
notification signs. 
He pushed for a date on the signs 
which are posted on property un­ 
dergoing zoning changes, but the 
remainder of the council overruled 
him because of costs involved. 
Planner Bob Buffington told the 
council that the planning and 
engineering department loses one full 
day each month to place and update 
existing signs. By including only the 
fact that a zoning change is under 
consideration and giving the city’s 
phone number for more information, 
the department should save about $600 
a year, he said. 
He added that much of the in­ 
formation on the existing signs means 
little to the average citizen and that 
having residents call for more in­ 
formation may stop inaccurate 
rumors from circulating. 
In other action the council agreed to 
begin negotiations with the North 
Texas Municipal Water District and 
Richardson to jointly build the Beck 
Branch Trunk sewerline. 
Consultant Ross Jacobs estimated 
that if the city waited for a federal 
grant to build the project alone, Plano 
would have a two or three year delay. 
The engineer stressed that the line is 
needed now to serve west Plano. 


Currently the sewage is flowing 
through the Richardson system to the 
Garland plant. However, when the 
Duck Creek Plant is fully operational, 
costs are expected to more than 
double 
Jacobs explained that the trunk 
would remove Plano from the Duck 
Creek Plant entirely and noted that 
Richardson's participation would 
mean the cost of the line would be 
shared and the additional flow would 
bring unit treatment costs down, as 


well as make Richardson a client of 
the Plano plant. 
He also received permission to 
advertise for bids on the Coit Rd. 
sewer which will run along the east 
side of the roadway to the extension of 
Dallas North Pkwy. 
Faro Corp. won an annual contract 
at a specified list price for ceramic 
road markers and Mel’s Electric 
Service Inc. received a final payment 
of $5,530 for lighting at Schell Park. 
The council also agreed to pay its 
$597,783.93 share of improvements to 
Central Plano Industrial District. 
Southwest Railroad Co.’s project 
came in $150,000 under budget. 
Several planning cases were ap­ 
proved. Among them were the final 
plat and site plan of Parkview Plaza, 


the site plan of National Child Care 
Center, the site plan of Lancer’s 
Square Shopping Center. 
Final plats okayed were Briardale 
Apartments, Park Forest North IV, 
Shadow Run and Star-Courier. 
Council members also agreed to 
meet July 30-31 
to discuss the 
proposed budget, appointed Mrs. 
Carlos Flores to the Human Relations 
Commission and installed Connie 
Eikenberg as a member of the 
Library Board of Trustees. 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt also ap­ 
pointed Larry Jackson and Harvard 
to the Industrial Steering Committee. 
Jackson urged the mayor to reac­ 
tivate the committee at the last 
council meeting.

Metrics Regressive 
But Part of Job 


WASHINGTON (UPI > - New 
Education Commissioner Ernest 
Boyer is knocking the metric system 
as “regressive” while promoting 
metric education as part of his job. 
“I don’t intend to convert to the 
metric system; it’s regressive," 
Boyer says “It goes back lo con­ 
tinental control of this country.” 
Metric education would instruct 
school and college students in the 
system of weights and measurements 
standard in most industrialized 
countries except the United States. 
It’s the system that uses kilometers 
instead of miles, grams instead of 
ounces, and such. 
Boyer was quoted by Education 
Daily, a trade publication, as saying 
in a speech to the Education Com­ 
mission of the States in New York City 
last week that metric education will 
be at the bottom of his list of budget 
priorities. 


“I’ll see how Congress feels about 
that." he was reported as saying. “I 
may be driven out of town on a metric 
rail." 
Congress has 
authorized 
the 
eventual 
conversion 
and 
the 
educational program to prepare for it, 
bitt has set no deadline for the switch. 
Meanwhile the U.S. Office of 
Education is sending recorded and 
printed material to radio stations 
promoting the metric system in song 
and picture, complete with exhor­ 
tations from Boyer. 
“The United States is the only 
highly 
industrialized 
and 
technologically developed country in 
the world that has not yet changed 
over to the measuring system known 
as the International System of Units 
or the Revised Metric System,” Boyer 
said in letters addressed to radio 
station public service directors.

Hyperactive Children 


Hyperactive children can 
be like a human buzz saw, 
ripping through a house or 
disrupting school rooms. Yet 
they are not monsters to be 
feared and controlled like 
King Kong 
They simply are children 
who have a disease that has 
co n tin u in g , 
e x c e s s iv e , 
troublesome activity as a 
symptom, the Texas Medical 
Assoc. (TMA) says. 
The disease often can be 
controlled by educational 
and drug therapy, author 
Patrick Casey, M D., says in 
the June issue of Texas 
Medicine, the TMA monthly 
journal 
Some other physicians say 
artificial additives in foods 
may trigger hyperactivity 
and 
recommend 
a 
strict 
additive-free 
diet. 
But 
whatever the cause, parents, 
teachers and doctors need to 
work together to find out the 
child’s problem. 
T eachers play an 
im ­ 
portant role diagnosing the 
problem because it 
often 
seems worse in the more 
controlled 
school 
en­ 
vironment. Parents should 
do 
their 
part 
in 
getting 
m edical 
help 
for 
their 
children 
as 
soon 
as 
a 
problem is apparent. 
Of course doctors can aid 
hyperactive children 
by 
testing to rule out other 
problems and 
prescribing 
proper therapy. 
Dr 
C asey’s 
study 
of 
h y p era ctiv e 
G alv esto n 
children showed that most of 
them do not have any strong 
physical evidence of nerve 
p ro b lem s. 
B eh a v io ra l 
symptoms usually are the 
main sign of trouble. 
S e r i o u s , 
r e p e a t e d 
problem s with 
learning, 
discipline or the famiiy can 
be treated 
best 
by 
the 
parent, 
teacher, 
doctor 
team 
Children may need 
special teaching for awhile 
to help them catch up with 
learning 
they 
missed 
because of hyperactivity 
problems. 
C ertainly teachers also 
need to monitor and report a 
child’s progress to parents 
and doctors. The parent can 
make sure children receive 
needed therapy at home and 
at school 
Parents themselves often 
need help learning how to 
deal with the hyperactive 
child The doctor often can 
advise parents and teachers 
and monitor treatment for 
its effectiveness. 
S o c i a l 
w o r k e r s , 
psychologists, 
counsellors 
and 
other 
professional 
personnel should be used 
when needed, Dr. Casey, a 
North Carolina University 
medical 
school 
professor, 
says. 
One of the most important 
things to remember is to 
seek help early 
when 
a 
problem 
is 
suspected. 


Hyperactivity can get worse 
and become too big a burden 
for parents or school per- 
sonhel to handle alone. But 


treatment often is effective 
and it can offer a new world 
to

SLUG 
PREVENTION: 
Hiere’s a number of products 
on the market aimed at dis­ 
couraging or eliminating 
slugs from the garden but so 
far as I’m concerned the only 
sure way to keep the loath­ 
some beasts from taking up 
residence is to insure they 
don’t have anything to hide 
under. Piles of lumber, bricks 
and similar materials are a 
haven for these beasties and 
are to be avoided wherever 
possible, as are piles of gar­ 
den refuse. 
Sprinkle bait under com­ 
post piles where slugs love to 
snuggle. When you do use bait 


in the garden, {Hit it under 
pieces of shingle or whatever 
you have handy to get them 
while they hide during the 
day. Put small piles of the 
bait where their trails are 
seen to get them when they go 
out to feed at night. 
PRUNING MAPLES: The 
best time to prune maple 
trees is in the spring but not 
so early in cold areas that the 
cuts will be rotted into by 
hard freezing and not so late 
that the wound will bleed pro­ 
fusely. If you plan to saw 
away any larger branches, 
paint the cut with one of the 
preparations made especially 


for the purpose — they’re 
available at most garden sup­ 
ply stores. 
SOIL TESTING: Bought a 
new home and want to find 
out what kind of soil you’ve 
got and whether it needs any 
special treatment?

Helps Cotton Crops 


A successful weed control 
program 
for 
cotton 
producers requires that the 
expense and effort involved 
be commensurate with the 
rewards that come from 
additional yields and im­ 
proved fiber grades. 
That is the suggestion of 
C otton 
In c o rp o ra te d 
scientists who have com­ 
pleted a report on weed 
control. 
“With increasing prices of 
fuel, agricultural chemicals 
and 
labor, 
the 
cotton 
producer needs to know 
before he tackles his weed 
problem 
whether 
the 
rewards he will get by in­ 
creased yield and fiber 
quality justify the expense,” 
says Dr. Wolfgang Wessling, 
C otton 
In c o rp o ra te d 
associate 
director 
of 
agricultural research. 
Weed control has become 
a complex science as a result 
of the shift from mechanical 
to chemical weed control, 
explains Wessling. Success 
in controlling weeds requires 
careful 
attention 
to 
programs that have been 
developed on a state-by-state 
basis by weed scientists and 


extension 
services, 
he 
recommends. 
The Cotton Incorporated 
research pinpointed some 
weeds as having a lower 
threshold of dam age to 
cotton than others. 
Three 
years 
of 
ex­ 
periments showed that a 
small number of morning- 
glory and sicklepod plants, 
two to four per 50 row feet, 
can reduce cotton yield ten 
to 20 percent, Wessling says. 
In comparison, it takes 
eight to twelve pigweed and 
crabgrass plants per 50 row 
feet and eight to 32 prickly 
sida plants to cause the same 
amount of damage.

Timely cultivation, and 
even use of the hoe, can still 
be very useful. Mechanical 
weed control needs special 
consideration in the rainbelt 
when long periods of rain 
interrupt the weed control 
program or make it inef­ 
fective,” Wessling adds. 
Researchers examined the 
contention 
that

binations of herbicides, 
insecticides and fungicides 
can reduce stands and cause 
poor seedling vigor. 
The conclusion of the 
researchers, Wessling says, 
was that there is no evidence 
that herbicides, applied at 
the proper rates, are harm­

development. 
Wessling cautions that 
under arid or sem i-arid 
conditions, 
the residual 
effects of certain herbicides 
can be harmful when cotton 
follows sorghum, corn, or 
other crops in a rotation 
system.

recom m ends

producers be cautious about 
their choice of rotation crops 
after a long drought or cold, 
dry weather, which hinder 
the herbicides from their 
normal breakdown in the 
soil.

ATTACKING MAGGOTS:

When 
planting, scatter onion mag­ 
got powder (with diazinon, 
not chlordane) in the planting 
furrow according to the label 
directions. Sometimes it’s 
also necessary to spray or 
water the soil in which they 
are growing with diazinon a 
couple of times during the 
growing season. 
DISEASED LILAC: 
If 
fungus problems develop on 
lilac bushes, any blighted 
twigs should be pruned out 
whenever they’re sighted and 
the whole bush sprayed with 
Bordeaux mixture early next 
spring. 
YUCRY MAPLE TREES: I 
often hear complaints from 
homeowners 
that 
while 
they’re very fond of their 
maple trees, they tend to drop 
a sticky substance on the 
patio or garden furniture. 
Maple aphids wrinkle the 
leaves and also drop a sticky 
honeydew beneath the trees. 
Have the tree sprayed in the 
spring a s soo t as the leaves 
start opening with nicotine 
sulphate and soap — the lat­ 
ter for adhesion purposes. 
AFRICAN 
VIOLET 
PROBLEM: When African 
violets fail to fully open their 
blooms, it can be due to their 
being exposed to low tem­ 
peratures or low humidity. 
The temperature should not 
drop 
below 60 
degrees 
Fahrenheit, (16 degrees Cel­ 
sius), and keeping the plants 
too close to the window glass 
could also be giving them a 
chill. If you suspect humidity 
is the problem, try standing 
the plants on pebbles which 
are in water just to their tops. 
It pays with African violets 
as well to take them to the 
sink and give them a very 
fine mist of lukewarm water 
as often as the thought oc­ 
curs. Just don’t put them 
back directly in the sun right 
after misting them.

Herbicides Damage 
Hormone Types Regulated 


A number of complaints on 
damage to vegetation have 
been filed with the Texas 
Dept, of Agriculture due to 
mishandling of hormone- 
type herbicides. Agriculture 
Commissioner Reagan 
V. 
Brown stated today. 
“The complaints are from 
various parts of the state,” 
Brown said "Most of the 
damage could have been 
avoided by careful attention 
to the cautions provided by 
the manufacturers, as well 
as the regulations under the 
Texas Herbicide Law.” 
Seventy-six counties in the 
state are under “regulated” 
status. Farmers and ran­ 
chers there have elected to 
operate under regulations 
concerning the use of her­ 
bicides. 
Collin County is 
among those regulated. 
In these areas, they must 
have a permit to use hor­ 
mone-type herbicides on 
plots of ten acres or more. 
On 
sm aller 
plots, 
the 
operator must notify the 


TDA of his intent, prior to 
spraying. 
Commercial 
applicators must be prudent 
in their operations and must 
have a permit to apply this 
type of herbicide 
T h e 
d e p a r t m e n t 
documents 
claim s 
for 
validity, whether the county 
is under regulated status or 
not, Brown said Damage to 
other crops occurs usually 
because of faulty equipment, 
strong wind conditions, and

to 
susceptible 
vegetation. 
Brown explained 


Spray pressure should be 
set at 20 to 30 pounds. 
Application is safest when 
winds are from 0-3 miles per 
hour and temperatures are

M alathion, diazinon and 
orthene are all cleared 
Dear Doc: Can I plant 
xinnia seeds in our flower 
beds or should I buy the little 
plants from the nursery? 
If you 
prepare a 
fine 
seedbed there's nothing to 
stop you from direct plan­ 
ting However, you’ll avoid 
the dangers of wash-outs, 
bugs 
and 
diseases 
by 


planting small plants. Next 
year consider growing your 
own transplants 
Dear Doc: Is either perlite 
or vermiculite preferable? 
We’re mixing a quantity of 
poUing soil and could use 
either. 
They 're a virtual trade-off 
Perlite floats and may oc­ 
casionally wash out of your 
mix if you water with a hard 
stream of w ater However, 
vermiculite can pack and 
become waterlogged in long 
term use Both are excellent 
soil additives and problems 
really are minimal.

—Use fine steel wool and

Process 
at five pounds pressure for 
five minutes. 
—Grease (using vegetable 
oil) the closing surfaces of 
met al - t o- m e t a l - s e a l i n g 
pressure canners if lid is 
difficult to remove or steam 
escapes.

Prices 
Rising 


A slow, steady increase in 
retail beef prices may soon 
be giving cattle producers a 
slightly bigger piece of the 
beef profit pie, notes Dr. Ed 
Uvacek, 
a 
livestock 
marketing specialist for the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Ex­ 
tension Service. 
“Cattlemen 
have 
been 
suffering from an extended 
period of low prices, but 
retail beef prices have in­ 
creased about 5 percent in 
recent weeks. The national 
average composite 
retail 
price for beef was $1.41 per 
pound the third week of 
May,” notes Uvacek. 
Chace fed steers in that 
same week averaged $40.86 
per hundredweight, up ll 
percent over 
the 
March 
average price. 
Consumers 
have 
been 
paying more for their beef 
mainly due to both 
the 
higher cattle prices and an 
increase in 
the 
cost of 
marketing. This latter cost, 
of course, does not benefit 
cattle producers, says the 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
System specialist. 
“The marketing part of 
the beef industry has ac­ 
counted for a larger and 
larger portion of the con­ 
sumer’s dollar 
spent 
on 
beef,” says Uvacek. “More 
money was paid into higher 
labor rates, transportation 
costs and packaging. This 
left the producer with a 
smaller piece of beef profit 
pie.” 
While the farm-to-retail 
price spread dropped sub­ 
stantially in April and early 
May, it has jumped back up 
again during recent weeks. 
The only hope for cattlemen, 
therefore, is higher retail 
prices to the consumer.

Safety Practices Recommended 


Accident prevention is a 
serious business, but certain 
pointers relating to risk 
control can occasionally be 
emphasized with a touch of 
humor 
In this light, Dr. Gary S. 
Nelson, safety engineer with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Kxtension Service, offers 
some recommended safety 
practices for all machine 
operators, 
whether 
the 
machine be a lawnmower, 
farm 
tractor, 
family 
automobile or whatever. It 
Roes like this: 
THOU 
SHALT 
present 
thyself to all machines fit 
and ready to operate them as 


prescribed by good practice. 
THOU SHALT require thy 
small soas and daughters 
and thy neighbor’s offspring 
to keep themselves apart 
from thy machinery 
THOU SHALT faithfully 
cause thine eyes to remain 
open to discern precisely 
where thee and thy machine 
are going and, furthermore, 
to spy hidden obstacles and 
other hazards. 
THOU SHALT diminish 
thy speed on rough or slip­ 
pery ground and when ap­ 
proaching obstacles and 
turning corners, thereby 
smiting prospects of thee 
supporting thy 
machine’s 


weight with thine neck 
THOU SHALT interrupt 
and halt the flow of power 
before exploring or poking 
about in thy machinery if 
thou treasurest th- limbs. 
THOU SHALT contain thy 
temper, even though the day 
goes foul and everything 
attem p ted 
c o n s p ire d 
against thee, as robust anger 
not only maketh thee look 
foolish and exclaim unkind 
sentim ents, 
but 
also 
multiplieth thy prospects of 
coming to grief accidents. 
THOU SHALT mind thy 
manners on the roadway, 
acting 
courteously 
to 
travelers by advancing only 


where thou hath established 
that the way is clear and by 
always signaling what thou 
art contriving to do. 
THOU 
SHALT 
NOT 
require nor permit thy off­ 
spring to perform tasks 
without first ascertaining if 
they are capable in body and 
temperament and are suf­ 
ficiently trained to operate a 
machine without undo risk 
THOU SHALT always 
enlist the use of protective 
guards, seat-belts, and other 
safeguards to shield thee 
from harm and assist thee in 
surviving 
should 
thy 
machine come to mishap 
dispite thy good intentions 


Specifically for tractor 
operators, THOU SHALT 
hitch drawbar loads low and 
forsake wrapping chain or 
cable about the axle, lest thy 
tractor wrap itself around its 
own axle and smother thee 
beneath. 
THOU SHALT weight thy 
tractor’s front to balance it if 
the draw bar be heavily 
burdened and also place 
upon the rear sufficient 
weight to effect
